ENDED IN RIOT 


Rival Foot Ball Teams Pummel Each 


Other to the Queen's Taste at 


McKinney, Tex. 


Philadelphia, Oct. 2G.—Police and 


firemen are delving into the ruins of 
the burned buildings in Mark'-; streci 
in search of bldies supposed to have 
been buried beneath the delnis. As u 
result of the fire 19 persons are known 
to have perished and over a score 
of others are 
in hospitals, more 


or less injured. The buildings destroy- 
ed were the 8-story structure, 1219 
and 1221 Market street, occupied by 
Hunt, "Wilkinson & Company, uphol- 
sterers and furniture dealers, and 
three 3-story buildings occupied by 
small merchantmen. 
The big furni- 


ture building extended back a half 
block to Commerce street, and was 
owned by Henry C. Lea. 


Never in its history has Philadel- 


phia -experienced a fire which spread 
with such great rapidity. All occurred 
within an hour. 
The origin of the 


death-dealing 
conflagration 
is un- 


known. It is said that au explosion 
of naphtha or gasoline in the base- 
ment was the cause, but this is denied 
by Mr. Wilkinson, who says there v>'as 
never a sufficient quantity of either 
explosive about the building to be re- 
sponsible for the terrible 
disaster. 


Rumor has it, also,.that an elevator 
constructor at work in the basement 
permitted the flame of his lantern to 
communicate vita some of the gas- 
eous liquids stored in the basement, 
and that this was the cause of the con- 
flagration. 


Such a disastrous fire, attended 


with so great a loss of life in such, a 
brief period, was never before known 
in this city. Men and women died a 
lingering, agonizing death in the pres- 
ence -of thousands of spectators, who 
were unable to lift a hand to their as- 
sistance. The rear-of Hunt,'Wilkinson 
& Company's building faces on Com- 


merce street, a smaffl 
fnoroughfare. 


On the fire escapes at the end of the 
building tv:o men and one woman 
were slowly roasted to death, while 
the horror-stricken throng on the 
street below turned sick at ike sight. 
In the front, on Market street, a wom- 
an, driven to desperation, leaped from 
a window on the top floor and was 
crushed to death on the pavement. 
These are but s. few of the beartrenci- 
ing scenes attending the conflagra- 
tion. Firemen claim'to have seen men 
and women, unable to reach the win- 
dows or fire escapes, burned to death 
in the interior of the building. If this 
be so. little or nothing remains of the 
victims, and it is doubtful if any por- 
tion of their bodies will be recovered. 
Seventy-nine of the 100 persons in 
Hunt, Wilkinson & Company's build- 
ing when the fire started were em- 
ployes, and the remainder were cus- 
tomers 
and outside workmen whcx 


were engaged in putting the finishing 
touches on the new eighth floor.

Harry House, H. A. Sparrow Charles
